Judge Fifield informed the defendant 


that the court was of the* opinion that 
both he and Pelonious 
and that the fracas was 


were to blame, 
the result of a 


drunken row. Gihnartin was also made 
to realize that he was in luck to escape 
the charge of manslaughter, and that 
the court in imposing sentence would 
take into: consideration the length of 
time that he had already spent in jail, 
and also the fact that he pleaded guilty, 
thus saving the county the cost of a 
trial. Felonious did not appear as a 
complaining witness, having already left 
town.

The Wisconsin Telephone company 


will not win the good will of Janesville 
people by obstructing, in any way, shape 
or manner, the work of'building the lines 
of the new company. If the new corn 
pany's lines are too close to the-Wiscon- 
sin company's wires'at-any .place, Janes- 
ville people, knowing the men who com- 
pose the new company,, realize that the 
lineswill.be changed.'::Local business 
men will not antagonize their own in- 
terests by: descending to - pettifogging 
tactics in such cases. Contractor Jones 
must, turn the line over to,the local com- 
pany, according to contract specifications 
and the city'regulations,, and 'he knows 
it as well as anyone else. .Hence,, the 
.Wisconsin company need not fear'teat 
its lines will be injured. 


On the other hand, the Wisconsin 


company's claim that .lines have been so 
built, does not justify'the placing of any 
wire in such a way as to interfere with 
the new company's wor.k.

The iruc teacher must devote his eneigies to up- 
lllilng tbe morality of children and live both for 
self and the pupil iweshould always bear iu mind 
that the true end in education is' character 
building. My usual practice Is to examlL.ethe 
school register fur enrollment,'' attend, nee and 
punctuality; to examine the daily urogran>,and 
make notes for suggestions to teachers, 1 also 
pass li oin se t to seat and observe tlie work of 
the pupils, and do what 1 can by *ordi and-aci- 
lons to cheer them on their upward pa'.hwa>'. 1 
examine the library 
record books, noting 
whether or not tbe books are being read, and 
wbethf r tbe teacher Is making proper selections 
of books lor pupils of the several grades. 1 
often cunduct recitations. I counsel witn the 
teacher endeavoring, to offer helpful sugges- 
tions and before leaving talk with the school as 
a whole.

According to existiug laws, townships m iy or- 
ganize into single school districts. The general 
adoption of ihe system u'ould, I be ibve, cover a 
multitude of defects. 
Here are a few of them. 
First, the school board would adopt a uuiiorm 
series of text books lor all siib-distrlc s in the- 
towi-i. while at p. eseut, perhaps no two districts 
use the-ame series 
Tuis wonld no; only be a 
great saving to the iloating population, but ol 
mn'.'h vexation and waste • of effort on the part 
ef both teachers aud pupils. Secondly, the sec- 
retary of tbe board could buy all books appa- 
ratus and other supplies at wholesale prices. 
Books could then be sold to ilie pupils > y the 
secretary at wholesale. .Thirdly, reports couid 
be made by ths secretary ihat wuuld oe reliable 
and i lie treasurer's bookt could show ajust bal- 
ance. Under Jie present system we havi many 
scnool officials whose reports are worthless. 
Fourthly, pupils could intend the school nearest 
their home, At preseut districts are ol evetj 
conceivable shape ami changes in boundaries 
each year are making matters worse. Iu the 
town of Union in this county lives a family 
eight rods from u school house. S.ilcl school 
bouse is in.District No. 10. but the. family, uu- 
fortduately li»es iu District-Wo. 7,. and must 
travel a mile over a bleak piairie in order to nt- 
:end achuol in iis own district Serious troubles 
have arisen la Magnola and:Center because 
pupils were not permitted to aiteiiu.school uear 
.lome but were compelu d to walk two aud one- 
halt miles! to tueir own school or not attend. 
Fifthly, the stale constitution provides for a 
unltorm. system ol district schools, 
lhe as- 
sessed valuation ol. county school ' district- 
varies In ihe state from lour thousand to oue 
hundred aud. 101 ty thousaud dollars. 
lw lhe 


town of Avon' wi ere 1 was town clerk and as- 
sessed the taxes for a series ol years, the rute 
)f taxation in districts 2 and 3 was oidinanlj 
Between two aud three mills, while in districts 
G aud 7 it was from ien to eighteen mills. I see 
no uniformity in this. With the township sys- 
.eni, the rale oi taxation would be uniform. We 
would have nine scnool officers where we now 
iave. twenty-seven.. It womd neutralize local 
i-aiousies. 
At present the; faction in powei 
oiteu hires tbe most Insomp t-nt p rson obtain- 
able, particularly if nuuh person Is related lo 
their party, or is especially, obnoxious lo the' 
oilier. 
With a town board the majority ol 
yhose members wouM live remote irou-the 
sceuti of contention, the single- ossible repre- 
seutatlve of ota faction conic have little inltu- 
euce.

That the country scuools have declined in 


ifficlPncy, 1 do not b -lieve.
